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About 28 years ago, Upland resident Wes 
Pierce trudged up and down the grandstands at 
the Los Angeles County Fair, selling the 
orangeade he had made at a small snack bar. 

Today 48-year-old Pierce and his partner 
Chuck Giordano of Ontario own the snack bar at 
the Pomona fairgrounds — in fact they own 31 of 
them. 

Pierce doesn’t do much trudging these days 
around the 487-acre fair. He rides a motorized 
cart.

And the entrepreneur no 
longer makes orangeade. 

It would stain his diamond 
rings. 


There are many twists in the tale of Wes 
Pierce and C and C Concessions, which has 
a year-round franchise to operate 
concession stands during the fair, which 
ends Sunday, as well as off-season events. 

Pierce’s story can also be told from the 
“David Copperfield” angle. Split from his 
parents at the age of eight, Pierce was 
raised at the David and Margaret Home for 
Children in La Verne. 

He now lives a few miles away in the 
Upland Hills Country Club tract. 

“This is like a dream come true,” said

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Pierce, seated behind a desk in his office at 
the fairgrounds. “‘I’ve lived in apartments all 
my life.” 

While Pierce has anew home, he spends 
a lot of time in the small, but comfortable, 
office behind the ‘‘Belly Basher” stand at 
the fair. 

Sometimes working 15 hours a day, he 
has equipped the office with a large color 
television set and a couch that folds into a 
bed. 

An autographed picture of Frank Sinatra 
has top billing on the wood-paneled wall 
that also features a photo of Pierce and 
celebrity Cathy Lee Crosby. 

Perhaps Pierce’s success is best 
described by the framed poster of an 
elegantly dressed English gentleman with a 
caption that says, in effect, ‘Poverty 
Stinks.” A stronger word is used in the 
actual quote. , 

Sent to the foster home after his parents 
separated, Pierce left the facility at age 18 
and eventually landed a job as an engineer 
with General Dynamics Corporation. 

He and co-worker Giordano bought one 
namburger/hot dog stand at the fair 21 years 
ago as a lark, something to do on vacation. 

“We paid $2,000 apiece and had to 
borrow the money,” says Pierce. “I think the 
loan came from Bank of America.” 

Their first foray into the hot dog industry 
grossed them around $12,000. 

Meanwhile, Pierce became a salesman 
for United Sanitation Co., a job that kept him 
away from his fast-food business. 

“My partner told me we were losing 
money by me working (at another job),” he 
says. 

So managing concession stands became 
a full-time occupation for the ex-orangeade 
peddler who noticed that cold drinks were a 
hot item at the fair. 

“t just thought | saw a lot of money 
coming over that counter,” he remembers. 

Pierce is hesitant to reveal exactly how 
much profits have grown over the years. 

But if personal belongings are any 
indication, the five racehorses owned by 
Pierce, including one expected to run in the 
Oak Tree race, attest that business is good 
— very good. 

An estimated 1.3 million people will visit 
the 18-day fair this year and Pierce is hoping 
they will all be hungry, thirsty or both. 

“I'd like to get each of them at least 
once,” he jokes, adding that he has hired 
250 employees to man the hot dog, 
hamburger and Mexican food stands. 

Actually the fair only supplies a portion 
of the business done by C and C 
Concessions. 

Pierce explains that a lot of business is 
generated through the specialty Shows and 
conventions held at the fairgrounds during 
the so-called off season. 

Contrary to popular belief, says Pierce, 
the site does not hibernate between Los 
Angeles County fairs. ; 

Shows staged by the Santa Anita 
American Rabbit Breeders and the Pomona 
Valley Model A Club may not pique the 
interest of many people. 

But Pierce says the events, jokingly 
referred to as “sheep shows,” are quite 
profitable. 

“There’s going to be 5,000 to 10,000 
hungry people showing sheep,” he says. 

Pierce predicts someday the off-season 
shows will generate more business than the 
fair. He attributes the pending prosperity to 
fair general manager Ralph Hinds, who has 
actively solicited shows, cook-offs, swap 


meets and other weekend events. 

Before Hinds took over the job five years 
ago, the fairgrounds catered to roughly 10 
large shows during the year. 

Now the site is booked almost every 
weekend with large, and sometimes small, 
events.

Upland trainer doesn’t horse around

When it comes to horses, Scott King doesn’t 
horse around. 

Except for a brief stint in the Army, the 35-year- 
old Upland resident has spent nearly every hour of 
his working life training horses and riders for 
jumping competition. 

“lve been lucky enough to do that pretty much 
all of my life,” he said. 

King currently plies his trade at the Westward 
Ho Stables in Upland. There, he’s found he enjoys 
the sidelines almost as much as the glamor of 
training competitive horses and trainers. 





In transporting the horses, “I get to drive the 
semi around,” he said. ‘I get to be a salesman,” 
which means buying and selling horses for 
competition, ‘‘and | get to travel a lot.” 

Training the riders is just as important as 
training the horses for jumping, he said. ‘‘To be a 
jumper rider, you need drive, time, ability — that is

“I’m really a driver,” he said. ‘‘I like to work with 
people who like to work hard.” 

The kids on the ‘A Team’ (named by the 
youngsters themselves) ride 17 hours a week. 
Those are the ones going to horse shows, King 
said.

Teacher shows how it’s done

Denise Carlton is almost another 
Jekyll and Hide — a mild-mannered 
elementary school teacher during the 
school days and authoritative author 
during off-hours. 

A full-time first grade school 
teacher in La Verne’s Bonita School 
District, Upland resident Carlton said 
she started writing “how to” 
children’s books after she saw how 
well her students responded to a 


| cooking unit she had organized for 


them. 
“The cooking center motivated the 


children to improve their skills in 
language, reading readiness and 
reading experience,” she said. ‘‘There 
were cookbooks for some young 
readers on the market, but not for the 
very beginning reader.” 

Carlton started with “The Beginning 
Reader’s Cookbook,” then expanded 
into multicultural books focusing on 
different countries. Her last book 
published by Ore Press, a teacher 
educational publishing house in 
Sunnyvale, is the “Beginning 
Reader’sinternational Cookbook,” 
featuring recipes from 15 countries. 

“There are all kinds of multicultural 
materials for children in upper grades, 
but nothing is available for first- and 
second-grade teachers,” she said. 

So, after years of putting programs 
together for her first-graders, Carlton 
turned her expertise to writing and 
illustrating teaching materials. 

Her books are designed so teachers 
can use part or all of the materials for 
aclass with beginning reading skills. 
in both the multicultural books and 
the cookbooks, Cariton uses basic 
sight words and rebus words (using 
pictures as nouns). 

A teacher needs only one of

mimeographed or Xeroxed. The class 
can do a page a day,” she said. 

Carlton followed “The Beginning 
Readers Cookbook” with “A Youn 
Child’s Mexico,” “A Young Child’s 
Tanzania,” and ‘A Young Chiid’s 
Japan.” 

She said she tries to integrate 
music, art and food tastes in the 
multicultural reading materials. 

The format for her multicultural 
books calls for foreign children about 
the beginning reader’s age to 
introduce themselves. Recipes for one 
serving, highlighting some of the 
featured country’s favorite fare, are 
included. Also included are arts and 
crafts for children using easy-to- 
obtain materials. 

“! iron out all the problems (in a 
teaching unit) in my classroom. | 
discard recipes that are difficult or 
don’t work or art projects that the 
materials are not free or the district 
doesn’t supply,” Carlton said. 

In writing the multicultural 
materials, Cariton said she tried to 
choose countries reflecting ethnic 
and racial groups represented in 
schools, like Africa, Mexico and 
Japan. “They (her publishers) are 
waiting for one about the American 
Indian,” she said. 

But Carlton doesn’t intend to limit 
herself to cookbooks and 
multicultural materials. 

“I'd like to come out with a booklet 
to bring children from the early stages 
of writing to a point where they can 
write a simple story of four or five 
pages on their own; a creative writing 
booklet,” she said. 

in addition, she contemplates 
“reading books at the pre-primer level 
(after initial reading experiences), with 
each book being a child’s book —

Cycling can cut energy costs 


Southern California 
Edison Co. is.offering 
customers a chance to 
cut their electric bills by 
allowing the company to 
turn off their central air 
conditioners at times 
when unusually high 
demand for electricity 
threatens to exceed the 
company’s generating 
capacity. 

The new air conditioner 
cycling program was 
announced by D.A. 
Eastman, Edison’s 
Ontario district manager. 

“The program will help 
slow the growing 
demand for new power 
plants,” Eastman 
explained. “When 
business and industry 
are in full production and 
residential customers are 
using electrical 
appliances and air 
conditioners, the 
demand for electricity 
reaches peak levels. Air 
conditioner cycling helps 
manage the growth of 
peaks and reduce the 
need to build new power 
plants.” 

That means lower 
electrical costs for 
everyone, so SCE is 
rewarding those 
participating in the 
cycling by giving them 
credit toward their month 
electric bills from May 
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through October, said 
Eastman. 


The cycling program 
works via a device 
attached to customers’ 
air conditioners, 
controlled by a radio 
signal from a central 
station. That signal, said 
Eastman, ‘“‘automaticaliy 
turns the air conditioner 
off when a peak in 
consumption creates a 
critical shortage of 
power. Your air 
conditioner remains off 
for part of each half-hour 
for as long as the 
shortage lasts. 


How long the air 
conditioner will remain 
off is a decision the 
customer makes when 
signing up for the 
program: “It may be 15 
minutes, 20 minutes or 
the whole half-hour,” 
says Eastman. “The 
longer the ‘off’ period 
and the larger your air 
conditioner, the more 
money you save.” 


Eastman added, “‘Air 
conditioner cycling will 
occur no more than 15 
days a year, unless a 
statewide power 
shortage requires 
Southern California to 
come to the aid of other 
parts of the state. It will

never be in effect more 
than six hours a day and 
may be as little as one 
hour. We suspect that. 
many customers on the 
air conditioner cycling 
plan will never know 
whether the plan is in 
effect or not.” 


Edison says the devices 
will be installed at no 
expense on a first-come, 
first-served basis by 
Edison-licensed 
contractors. Window- 
mounted air conditioners 
don’t qualify.. 


Eastman said, ‘“‘We 
don’t recommend the 
program for people with 
heart disease, asthma 
and some other 
respiratory diseases. It 
would be best to check 
with your physician 
before signing up.”

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“They looked into the problem and agreed to 
move (back) the bump markers,” Cosca said of the 
meeting, adding that a sign which indicates drivers 
will be approaching a crosswalk was set closer to 
the original walkway.

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Planting citrus 


Until fairly recent times, the major part of 
Upland’s economy involved the citrus industry. 
Citrus fruits shipped from Upland and surrounding 
communities provided most of the area’s income 
and employment, either directly or indirectly. Even 
the butcher, the baker and the old shoemaker 
thrived because of that income. 


A lot is involved in making such an important 
industry function. The groves didn’t just happen. 
Instead, their evolution was rather complex. The 
area had the right soil and climate and our pioneers 
had the needed foresight and fortitude to make it a 
success. 


The matter of clearing brush and rocks from the 
land was mentioned earlier. With the ground 
prepared and irrigation provided for, the would-be 
grower was ready to plant. Most groves were on 
plots of five, 10 or 20 acres and a planting pattern 
was planned. This usually amounted to spacing of 
20 to 24 feet between trees. 


Planting was not as “Johnny Appleseed” was 
said to have done it. We hear that he poked a hole 
in the soil with his walking stick, dropped in a seed 

,and walked on. Citrus, planted that way, would have 
been worthless. While a grower could do it himself, 
most young trees came from tree nurseries, which 
sprang up as the need appeared. 


in anursery, seeds from fruit of trees that are 
known to produce a strong root system are planted. 
These seeds were often from “sour orange” trees, 
where the fruit is so bad even pigs turn it down, but 
the roots are marvelous. 


When the resultant trees are quite small, a 
“bud” from the desired citrus tree is placed in a slit 
in the bark, just above the ground. Buds are cut 
from the lump at the base of a leaf on a mature tree 
of the desired variety. 


The buds could be from any kind of citrus tree, 
such as a navel orange (seedless), Valencia orange 
(with seeds), lemon, grapefruit, tangerine, kumquat, 
tangelo, etc. All did fine as long as they were on 
citrus rootstock. Just for kicks, some growers 
budded many of the above varieties onto branches 
of one young tree. The result was astounding. Of 
course, one could not add apples or peaches, etc., 
as they are not-citrus, but deciduous fruits. 


When the buds grew a good stem, the sour 
orange trunk was clipped off, just above the bud. 
From then on, it was the planned variety. The old 
bud union can be seen as a knobby area, just above 
the ground on mature trees. 


When ready for grove planting, the nurseries 
carefully dug up roots and the soil around them and 
wrapped that part in burlap to hold roots and soil 
together. That burlapped package, with trunk and 
leaves up top, was called a “balled tree.” 

Growers carefully measured planting spacing, 
dug holes and set the ball into the ground, burlap 
and all. With the holes filled with soil and with

adequate irrigation, the burlap soon rotted away, 
roots spread and a new grove was growing. 

Perhaps another eight to 10 years went by 
before much fruit appeared, increasing year by 
year. Eventually, the rancher had a good, producing 
grove, if he provided a great amount of proper and 
regular care. 

That care included ample irrigation in periods of 
little rain, cultivation for weed control and moisture 
retention, fertilizing, pruning, pest control and frost

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Church provides for educational needs

Making learning enjoyable by giving students a 
chance to progress at their own pace is the 
philosophy behind Rancho Christian Academy, 
which offers an individualized Christian education 
program. 

“We would like to be of more service in the 
community and would love to hear from the 
community to start something new which may have 
been overlooked ... ’’ said Edward Meads, pastor at 
First Baptist Church in Rancho Cucamonga. 

Church officials opened Rancho Christian 
Academy in 1976 because “‘the church saw a need 
and felt it was its responsibility to look for the best 
program for its students’ benefit,” Meads said. The 
result was ACE, which he describes as ‘‘a vision of 
our ministry.” 


ACE is the Accelerated Christian Education 
program, geared to an individual student’s level of 
learning in the ungraded school system. While a 
student is placed in classes according to age, 
“academically he is geared to whatever level he is, 
at whatever rate he progresses,” Meads said. “It’s a 
highly controlled system,” he added, with a ratio of 
one teacher to every 10 students for more 
individualized instruction. 


“The Bible says to the father to teach the child. 
So God places the responsibility of educating the 
child on the father. In our society, a father cannot 
stay at home and teach so the next authority 
structure is the church,” he said. 

Meads said the school is non-denominational, 
but it is an extension of Sunday school. “We 
expanded to cover the whole child,” he explained. 


The school covers kindergarten through 12th 
grade with accelerated programs for seniors, 
extending into second year college courses. “We 
have a full four-year program with four years of 
mathematics, science, history and English ... no 
other schools offer this sort of curriculum,” he 
said. 

“Our children are highly motivated and goal 
setters. They are taught self-discipline and how to 
set their own goals,” he said. 


“Curriculum is set at the student’s challenge 
level, whatever level that may be. Our children like 
to go to school, they enjoy the environment. We 
work hard at making it enjoyable for them,” he 
added. . 


“When achild discovers learning, not only are 
they proud of themselves, they want to discover 
more. We broaden their base and don’t hold them 
back,” the pastor said. “We think there are only two 
kinds of students — those who are learning to read 
and those who are reading to learn.” 


The children keep a chart of their progress 
which shows where they are academically each 
quarter in the year. “They can see if they’re falling 
behind in math and see where they are every day.” 


Meads said the school has ‘more students in the 
younger grades. ‘We try to get as many as we can 
before they learn to read. We can do so much more 
for them,” he asserted. 


“We're geared to take any student and advance 
him to the best of his ability. Even a remedial 
student will complete the four-year program and 
could be readied for college,” he said. “If we get 
students when they’re in the lower grades, we'll 
advance them very rapidly.” 


He maintains that his students normally test 
higher on college entrance exams than students in 
any other school system, private or public. 

The church itself was founded in 1964 and was 
the first Baptist work in this area, he noted. 


“We don’t have a large church but we’re ina 
growth spiral right now. We have a fundamental, 
dynamic ministry based on the Bible.” 


Besides the educational program, the church 
has a referral program for people in need in the 
area. ‘We have a constant referral system for food 
and clothing and we help in those areas,” Meads 


said. 


For those who can use a hand in budgeting, 
“We have aman who will work with them and show 
them how to structure a budget.” 

“We have done everything from babysitting to 
buying gasoline, shoes, bus tickets, clothes and 


















toys. Some of our ladies do volunteer work in rest 
homes,” Meads said. 

“We have men who are active in helping in a 
crisis situation,” he said, and added, “Each case is 
considered individually.” 

Youth groups for boys who don’t have a male 
role model is another service the church offers to 
those of any denomination. 

“A lot of children do not have a man for a role 
model. In the Royal Ambassador program we 
encourage them to work one-to-one. Men take time 
to teach them about tools and methods and it 
works out well and is a strong program,” he said. 

“We look at our teens and the problems we’re 
having and think either God is a liar or we did not 


train our children properly. Accepting that 
responsibility (for how teenagers act) is something 
we don’t want to do,” Meads said. 

At the Christian Academy, the educators’ aim is 
not only to teach spiritual and academic material, 
but to train students to be responsible individuals, 
and keep them independent of peer pressure. 

Students don’t get much assigned homework at 
Rancho Christian Academy. “We will tax achild’s — 
mind during the day to his maximum ability. If a 
child doesn’t finish a day’s work, then he may take 
that home,” he said. 

“It is not the parent’s responsibility to see 
homework is done, it is the child’s. If the child 
doesn’t do it, we handle the situation.”

West Valley has its own gold rush, too

Gold! 

From time immemorial that one word, in any 
language, has been all-important in the history of 
mankind. Its effect on man can hardly be measured; 
it has bred greed, malice, treachery, violence, 
murder, wars and wealth. 

Here in the West Valley, in our own San Gabriel 
Mountains, gold played an important role in the 
area’s development. 

Gold was known to exist in Southern California 
clear back to the 1770s. Old legends have it that 
Indians worked for the mission padres, mining 
stream beds for small amounts of gold. 

But it is a known fact that the Spanish had 
Indians mining in the San Gabriel Mountains. In the 
1870s, hydraulic mining unearthed old manmade 
tunnels leading to gold-bearing quartz veins. 

And there are the unproved legends, like the 
“Lost Padre Mine” in the mountains back of the 
San Fernando Mission. Fabulous amounts of gold 
were supposed to have been mined and the mine 
subsequently hidden. 

The first recorded actual strikes were in the 
area of the Soledad and Placerita Canyons, years 
before the discovery of gold in Northern California. 

A “strike” brings in human activity almost 
overnight: digging, drilling, blasting and hosing 
with high pressure water nozzles. Water would be 
brought down by ditches, flumes and pipes from 
higher elevations to the hydraulic mine, washing 
away whole hillsides in the process. 

Besides the canyon country, there were mines 
at the Big and Little Tujunga Canyons, Santa Anita, 
the slopes of Old Baldy, San Antonio and Lytle 
Creek. One of the bigger strikes was toward the 
headwaters of the East Fork of the San Gabriel

him for help. 

As part of the help offered, Canyon Crest has 
instruction programs for would-be producers and 
musicians. 

Larsen himself plays in bands and is in the 
process of forming his own group.

Canyon, directly north of the West Valley. 

From the late 1850s there was a boom mining 
town on the East Fork named Eldoradoville. John 
W. Robinson did a lot of research and wrote about 
the mining in the San Gabriels. 

There are copies of his work in the Colony 
Room of the Ontario Library. 

Eldoradoville was a typical mining boom town 
built precariously on the steep sides of the canyon, 
complete with a lot of saloons. There was very little 
law and no order: Shootings and killings were 
common, 

Supplies and food came mostly from Los 
Angeles over some very rough roads. There was 
even a stagecoach line to the mining town. 

There are no definite records of how much gold 
was shipped out of Eldoradoville, but some * 
researchers concluded that during the 1850s and 
’60s at least $4 million to $13 million worth of gold 
was mined. Gold at that time sold for about $20 an 
ounce. 

Old Baldy and San.Antonio had several mines, 
the main one being the Hocomao Mining Co.,.which 
was closed down because of pollution to the water 
by hydraulic mining. 

Oh, there was gold and rumors of gold — 
mostly rumors and a lot of the old timers of the 
West Valley got bitten by the gold bug. Nothing can 
make a man’s pulse run faster than the cry of:

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Roy says Rodgers is worth emulating 


Seventy-year-old Pomonan Otis H. Roy has been 
yodeling and singing in the style of country 
western’s Jimmie Rodgers most of his life. 

But cnly in the past 15 years has he expanded 
his talent to include nightclub talent contests. And 
the past eight years have included 18 television 
appearances — and the celebrity look-alike 
competition at the Los Angeles County Fair's 
amphitheater at 4 p.m. Friday, Sept. 28. 

Roy, a retired Pomona Unified School District 
custodian, says Rodgers has been his idol since 
childhood. It happened when he saw him in person. 

“One of the biggest events in my life happened 
when | was 15 years old. My family were 
sharecroppers in Bertrand, Mo. in 1929. 

“My mother would be out picking cotton. She’d 
hoist up her skirt and give me a dime here, a nickel 
there — which wasn’t easy in those days during the 
Depression, it was difficult enough trying to have 
money to eat — to save up for a Jimmie Rodgers 
record. 

“Well, there was going to be acountry fair in 
Charleston about six miles away and Jimmie 
Rodgers was going to be there. | had 30 cents — 
the price of admission — saved up, so my brother 
and | climbed into our Model T Ford and headed in 
to see the show,” says Roy. 

“He made his guitar sound like a three-piece 
band, and all | had to pay was three measly dimes. 
This great man sang three songs, told three stories 
and I'll never forget him and that day. I’ve idolized 
him ever since; it’ll never go away.” 

Rodgers himself, who has been alternately 
called ‘‘The Singing Brakeman” (a term 
remembering his railroad years, the first 30 of his 
life), “The American Blue Yodeler” (after his style 
of yodeling, derived from touring Swiss musicians 
but carrying emotional elements of black singers’ 
moaning and wailing performance — from his black 
co-workers) and ‘‘The Father of Country Western 
Music” was immensely popular for his short 
recording life (he contracted tuberculosis in 1927, 
then retired from the railroad; he recorded his first 
record that year). 


Rodgers sold more than 5 million records during 
the depression years and the 1930s and is credited 
with having written and recorded 111 songs. Sales 
today remain at about 30,000 annually on reissued 
33 rpm RCA Victor records. i 

More importantly, his style of yodeling and 
singing has been copied by modern country music 
greats such as Merle Haggard, Ernest Tubb, Hank 
Snow and Lefty Purcell. Some, like Dolly Parton, 
have simply taken a Rodgers song and sung it with 
their own style — for example, “Mule Skinner 
Blues.” 

Most of Rodgers’ songs revolved around hard 
times, trains and drinking; subjects that made him 
acommon man, one of the people and made him 
appeal to an audience in the midst of the 
depression. 

Having turned from railroading to recording 
because of ill health, Rodgers nevertheless did not 
live long after: he died, at 36, in 1933. The week he 
died he recorded an album in New York City; he had

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he time machine sputtered to a halt 

and its occupants stepped into a 

meadow of summer bluegrass. 
Before them, a line of tepees stretched 
across the meadow where grizzled mountain 
men mingled and talked morosely about a 
recent Indian attack. 

A guy who could pass for Kit Carson 
stepped into a tepee and gave the latest 
casualty report to his superior, “George got 
his hand chopped off.” 

This was bad news. Good old George ... 
what was he going to do without a hand? 

A few minutes later, John Barnes was 
reverently fingering his bear claw necklace. 

“! killed this bear myself,’ he beamed as 
a young girl dashed up and offered him an 
armload of Hostess Twinkies. 

“They’re primitive if you eat them right,” 
giggled 14-year-old Tina Spellman. 

Time machines are not perfect. 


olcomb Valley had never seen 

anything like it. Mountain men from 

as far away as Puyallup, Washington 
gathered to barter, shoot muskets and 
wrestle with “Indians”. 

Barnes, a refrigeration engineer from 
Rancho Cucamonga, acted as a leader of the 
gathering. 

Like most of those who’d come to 
Holcomb Valley near Big Bear Lake, Barnes 
was garbed in authentic mountain man 
clothing, told tall tales around the campfire 
and lived in a handmade tepee. 

“This is the life,” he said, looking into 
the sparkling blue sky. “It’s like stepping 
back in time. You could care less what’s 


going on in the world.” 

Hundreds of mountain men were 
expected to settle into the valley which 
usually serves as an encampment for the 
more modern Boy Scouts. 

The drive for perfect bliss is so intense 
that almost anything not used in 1840 is 
banned. 

(Twinkies and Budweiser are about the 
only exceptions.) 

“We had a guy flying a California state 
flag outside his tepee,” said another leader 
Dane Mcintosh. ‘‘We made him take it down 
because it was not period.” 

(‘‘Period” in this case means anything 
not in use during the 1840s.) 

Some may view such gatherings as an 
extension of Coleman-stove camping but to 
a mountain man who uses flint and steel to 
ignite his campfire, it’s a way of living. 

True, most of those who gathered in 
Holcomb Valley over Labor Day go home to 
such staid places as Monrovia and Santa 
Ana where they work as lawyers and 
policeman. 

But out amongst the squirrels and pine 
trees, their talk became slower, their beards 
went unshaved and their mild cussing 
became sport. 

“It’s like heaven and hell,’’ Mcintosh 
said. ‘‘Heaven is up here, the hell is going 
back down there.”

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Church women keep up with the times

A long-time West Valley women’s organization 
is finding the times are indeed changing. 

The Upland Presbyterian’s Women’s 
Association, formerly the Ladies Aid Society and 
the Relief Society, has been serving West Valley 
residents since 1887. 

The group’s 150 members are active 
participants in Upland’s First Presbyterian Church, 
which has 722 members. 

“Now, women in the church are more 
functional, some are elders, some are deacons,” 
Margorie Shipway, former club president, said. 

Lucy Moore, a member of the Womens 
Association since 1948 agreed with Shipway that 
women are becoming more active in areas of 
church-life traditionally served by men. 

“There’s been a lot of changes (in the 
organization) since | became active. There are not 
as many members because young women are 
working now. We used to have seven circles, now 
we only have three,’”’ Moore said. 

“We help with local church work, mission work 
and donate to the United Presbyterian Women’s 
Association, a national group,’”’ Shipway said. 

The organization has monthly luncheons where 
programs feature a variety of subjects. Members

also meet at circles where they partake in 
fellowship and have a Bible study, Shipway, now 
vice president of the organization, said. 

There are three circles which meet at the 
church, one in the morning, one in afternoon and 
an evening circle. Members of the new evening 
circle are working women who wish to be a part of 
the association and cannot attend the afternoon- 
morning meetings, Shipway said. 


“We used to have two Ladies Aid Societies, and 
we combined and made the Women’s Association. 
We started in Ontario. We’ve been in Upland 40 
years or so,” Moore said. 

Members cover a wide range of ages, from 
young mothers with their first child to a woman 
with 15 great-grandchildren. ‘‘The 30- to 40-year-old 
group of women is missing, (in the association’s 
ranks) because some of those are re-joining the 
work force,’’Shipway said. 

One of the association’s local philanthropies 
are two shelter-care centers; one in Ontario, one in 
Alta Loma. Shipway said the care centers offer 


temporary homes for children until the courts make 


a decision regarding their futures. “The needs we 
help fill are bedding, cribs ... Some children stay 
overnight, others have lengthy stays.” 

She said the shelters are set up with a home-

Now, he and his wife Mable run The Shoe 
Cobbler at 945 W. Foothill. 

His uncle came west shortly after the 
apprenticeship ended. He started Monty’s Shoe 
Repair in Ontario and ran it for 30 years. 

In 1954, his uncle was in the hospital ‘‘and 
needed help, so we came out,” he said. 

“We didn’t work for him that long,” he said. 
Eight and a half years ago, they started The Shoe 
Cobbler. The shop is neat, tidy and spacious. 

“We like to keep our shop nice and clean,” 
Montgomery said. 

“we do all kinds of shoe repair, orthapedic 
work, boots,” he said. “We do not custom-make 
shoes. We don’t have the time.” 

Regulars are the backbone of the business. “We 
still get customers from when we opened,” said 
Mrs. Montgomery. 

New customers are also keeping work 
underfoot. ‘More and more people are ... having 
their shoes repaired,” said Mrs. Montgomery. 
“They're paying over $100 for new shoes.” 

Like Upland Shoe Repair, “most of our 
customers come from word of mouth. ... If we 
advertised, we couldn’t handle all the work.” 

But, he said, the business is dying down “as far

He said the monthly magazine from the Shoe 
Service Institute said there were 90,000 shoe repair 
shops at the beginning of World War Il. “There are 
just about 9,000 now,”’ he said. 

That could change, slowly. Three colleges — 
none local — offer four-year study in shoe repair, 
he said. ‘After four years, they are given a 
certificate that says, now they are able to become 
an apprentice.” 

“But if someone wanted to get into shoe repair, 
they could probably be trained to do the majority of 
it in six months,” he said.

When you talk of underdog athletes who have 
risen from obscurity to do something special, 
make sure John Boyer’s name gets mentioned.

do anything,” he explained. Finally, when | was 
28, | started running. Eventually, | began entering 
in various 10k races and that’s when | really 
became active,” Boyer said. 

For over five years he competed in these 
races, always improving. Finally, in January, he 
decided it was time for a change. 

“| had seen these Iron Man competitions on 
television, and when the time came for me to 
expand, | Knew the tron Man was what | wanted,” 
Boyer said. 

At that time he entered the lottery. That 
lottery was his only chance of being selected to 
compete, since he did not meet any of the 
stringent criterion set up by the event’s selection 
committee. While waiting for notification by the 
committee, Boyer began extensive training. 

“| started out with a program of biking 
followed by running. Then, later in the day, | 
would swim. At first | thought that the biking and 
the running would help each other. What | 
discovered was that | was trying to do too much 
of the two in combination and they were taking 
away from each other. It wasn’t until around June 
that | finaily started showing real improvement,” 
Boyer explained. 

Next on Boyer’s list of amazements is the fact 
that he did not enter his first triathlon until April. 
The triathion is the basis for the Iron Man 
competition: In his first entry in the event he 

“placed in the top 50 percent of his age group, but 
by his third entry nine weeks later, he had risen 
to finish in the top 35 percent. 

The marked improvement in his performance 
spurred him on. “| began reading every piece of 
literature published on the triathlon and 
triathletes. | went to an instruction camp to learn 
better technique. | really got serious about the 
Iron Man,” Boyer explained. 

Although the summer was well under way and 
Boyer had still not been notified by the selection 
committee, his training intensified. 

To anon-competitor, his workouts seem 
torturous. ‘I begin my day around 5 a.m. At 
daybreak, | hit the road on my bike and go for 30 
or 40 miles, depending on how much time | have. 

“When | get back, | run between six and eight 
miles. During my lunch hour, | swim between a 
mile and a mile-and-a-half. After work, | run some 
more or | ride my excercise bike, depending on 
the smog,” he said. 

“Finally, on August 23, | was notified that | 
had made the competition. | had been placed 
16th out of 100 on the back-up list. Fortunately, 
enough people couldn’t make it, and | got the 
chance. When | got the news, | was in sheer 
ecstasy,” Boyer proudly explained. 

“During the eight months of waiting, | 
committed myself to my training. | made a lot of 
sacrifices. | gave up a lot of time with my family, 
and stopped doing a lot of the necessary chores 
around the house. | owe a great deal to the 
people who have supported me during the year,”

Boyer commented. 

He also feels that the number of hours spent 
in training will pay off for him in Hawaii. Not that 
he expects to win, but like the challenger Rocky, 
he justs wants to go the distance. 

“What I’ve always needed is some goal, 
something to shoot for. If | didn’t have the Iron 
Man coming up, then there’s no way | would have 
kept this up. | had to have a concrete goal and 
now that goal is just to finish...There’s no way I’m 
going to invest thousands of hours to go over 
there and not finish. That would be dumb,” Boyer 
explained. 

But simply finishing is not quite enough. “If! 
can finish in less than 13 hours, then | earn the 
right to compete in subsequent Iron Man 
competitions without going through the lottery 
process again,” Boyer said. 

As Boyer winds down from his peak training 
period, the time for mental toughness 
approaches. “‘It’s time to slow down on the 
physical training and really start preparing myself 
mentally. | need a great deal of inspiration and 
concentration, and I’m really working to get 
prepared,” he said. 

He explained that the concentration begins 
on the road. “When I’m out there running or 
biking, | am constantly thinking about the 
smoothness of my stride or my pedal cadence. 
I’m always evaluating my rythym, my technique, 
and my physical condition, and | try to make the 
necessary adjustments,” Boyer noted. 

Regardless of training, or any of the unknown 
variables, Boyer predicts that, barring injury, he 
will return from Hawaii as a winner. “| know that | 
won’t finish the competition in first place, Sut | 
win from the thrill of competing, finishing and 
improving.

Roy is the only person to his knowledge 
carrying on Rodgers’ work in relatively pure form. 
He got much more involved with his imitations after 
winning the Palomino Club’s talent contest one 
night. 

“California Blues” and “Waiting for a Train,” 
Rodgers’ best-selling discs, are Roy’s specialities 
— and the only ones he’s won a contest with. But 
he’s piled up an impressive enough record with 
those: five talent contest wins, appearances on Los 
Angeles television channels 2, 4, 7, 9, 11 and 13 
(he’s scheduled to appear on KCOP’s Channel 13

Artist Vic Riesau has been so impressed 
with the authenticity of these mountain men 
that he’s used them as models for his 
sculptures and paintings. 

Riesau attended the recent rendezvous 
at Holcomb Valley to gather photographs for 
future works. 

“It’s a popular kind of art,” he said. 

But posing for photographs is a 
miniscule part of a mountain man’s life. 

Things like shooting, starting fires with 
flints and skulking through the woods play a 
much larger role. 

One particularly interesting actvity is a 
three-mile survival course that is frequently 
described in more colorful (albeit profane) 
language by those who’ve been through it. 

“For two-and-a-half hours we drag ’’em 
through the muck just to make ’em 
miserable,” said John Venhous, otherwise
